trumps] was frightfully dangerous 
To play against a 4-1 trump break 
gave at least an equal chance Of suc- 
cess [better, considering West's dou 
ble] and had this enormous advan 
tage: If it went wrong, It would no 
go far wrong. 
Thus, after rufflng the second dia 


mond and cashing the spade ace, de 
clarer should have rattled off clubs 
West would have been powerless t< 
take more than two spade tricks. I 
he ruffed the third club low, dummj 
would overruff and declarer's thre 
trumps would be ample protection 
against West's blank K-Q. If Wes 
ruffed the third club high, dumm 
would discard its last diamond and 
whatever West returned, declare 
could control without difficulty.

ALL THE time there axe new 


discoveries, some 
useful, some 


harmful. 
Today I want to ./arn 


my readers of a new hazard, one 
which has been reported from sev- 
eral parts of the country. 
I refer to the danger of children 


playing with "dry ice". 
Serious 


effects have resulted from handling 
what would naturally seem to be a 
harmless substance. I fear, too, 
there will be more trouble unless 
the proper precautions are taken. 


You are familiar with "dry ice", 


widely used as a refrigerant. It is 
carbon dioxide in solid form. 
On 


exposure to heat the carbon dioxide 
is liberated in the form of gas. This 
process is hastened as the tempera- 
ture rises. 


It is extremely valuable in keep- 


Ing foodstuffs colQ. It is an ex- 
cellent refrigerant, employed in 
many ways for which other means 
of maintaining low temperature are 
not available. 
It Is increasingly 


popular for preserving perishable 
substances put up in small pack- 
ages. 
Children have learned that dry 


ice can be made the agent of a lot 
of amusement. For example, they 
have found that if a small piece ia 
placed in the mouth they can "blow 
off steam". It is like the vapor of 
;he expelled air on a rosty day. 


Used for Explosions 


Other children have learned that 


amall pieces of dry ice placed in a 
aottle and sealed, may produce an 
explosion even more 
gratifying 
than that produced by a firecrack- 
er. 
But the flying fragments of 


£lass may cause serious damage. 
The United States public health 
service warns against this danger 
and reports the death of a youth 
who was fatally injured by playing 
with dry ice which he placed in an 
empty bottle to explode. This use 
of the ice must be condemned. 


Playing with dry ice or handling 
it is a dangerous pastime that has 
resulted in many casualties. Only 
recently the Journal of the Medi- 
cal Association reported a severe 
burn in a seven-year-old boy who 
•wallowed a piece of dry ice. 


Dry ice in and of itself is not a 


dangerous thing. It is of great 
value to the human family when 
used as it should be. But the dan- 
gers of dry ice as a play toy must 
not be overlooked. Children, must 
be warned against the dangers of 
playing with this chemical. 


These accidents can be avoided 


if simple precautions are followed. 
Packages containing this chemical 
should be plainly labeled. There 
should be a warning message that 
it is not to be used in a careless 
manner or for any other purpose 
but which it was intended. 
I have nothing but praise for 


this substance and its value in food 
preservation. But eve • a good thing 
can be abused.
